Tomorrow afternoon the bill p rov id ­ 
ing that statu te of limitation shall not 
begin to ru n in the case of a criminal 
p rosecu tion against an u nfaithfu l pu b­ 
lic serv ant u ntil two y ears after d e­ 
falcation is d iscov ered and d emand is 
mad e for settlement, will be consid ­ 
ered . 
The sp ecial ord er in the hou se for 
the first hou r this afternoon was the 
bill regu lating constru ction, etc., of 
tenement hou ses. 
Tomorrow morning the hou se will 
take u p the bill p ermitting insu rance 
comp anies to d ep osit more secu rities 
than req u ired by Ind iana law (and 
p ermitting au d itor of state to be the 
legal cu stod ian of su ch secu rities) 
where, in ord er to d o bu siness in an­ 
other state, the comp anies mu st make 
ad d itional d ep osits. 


Other Im portant Matters. 
A nu mber of other imp ortant mat­ 
ters will be called for fu rther consid ­ 
eration this week, among them the 
rep ort of the legislativ e v isitation 
committee, which will likely be mad e 
early in the week, and some fu rther 
action on the Cox bill rep ealing the 


anti-cigarette law insofar as it applies 
to ad u lts. 
The inheritance tax bill of Rep re­ 
sentativ e Behy mer was rep orted to the

mittee on banks. The committee has 
also d ecid ed to rep ort fav orably u pon

the Seid ensticker bill prov id ing that i 
money in any su m less than $1,000 in j 
the hand s of the clerk of any cou rt be- j 
longing to a minor or insane p erson 
j 
u nd er gu ard ianship shall be d eposited 
in any tru st company and interest 
cred ited to p erson to whom money be­ 
longs. 
A d iv id ed rep ort will be mad e u pon 
the Plu mmer bill to p rev ent banks an4 
tru st comp anies from engaging in the 
real estate bu siness. 
This bill wou ld 
only permit banks and tru st comp a­ 
nies to transact a real estate bu siness 
for p ersons for whom they are hand ­ 
ling fu nd s in tru st. 
The bill was in­ 
trod u ced by Rep resentativ e Plu mmer 
of Hu ntington cou nty at the req u est 
of real estate d ealers who d o not like 
the competition. The bill d iv id ed the 
committee, and it is u nd erstood will 
p recip itate the same kind of a fight on 
the floor of the hou se as between d e­ 
fend ers of the two kind s of bu siness. 
The Behy mer inheritance tax bill 
prov id es a grad u ated tax u pon inheri­ 
tances, making the minimu m inheri­ 
tance coming from one more d istant­ 
ly related than hu sband , wife, father, 
sister or brother that shall be assessa­ 
ble $100. The d irect inheritance from 
relativ es in the d egree of those named 
is ex emp t from tax ation if it is $10,000 
or less. 


To Amend Two- Cent Fare Law. 
Senator Higgins will introd u ce a bill 
to amend the twc-cent fare law. “My 
bill will not attemp t to tell the rail­ 
road company what it shall charge the 
Ind iana man for rid ing in the ad join­ 
ing state, for I am told that this is a 
matter of interstate commerce. 
Bu t 
u nd er this bill the comp anies hav ing 
lines into ad joining states wou ld be 
compelled to maintain ticket offices 
within 500 feet of the p oint where the 
line crossed the Ind iana bord er and 
wTou ld be compelled to stop all p assen­ 
ger trains at this office at the req u est 
of any p assenger who might d esire 
there to leav e the train and bu y a 
ticket for the trip throu gh the other 
state at the rate of two cents a mile,” 
said Senator Higgins. 
“As it wou ld be fair to all p arties 
concerned , the comp anies op erating 
su ch lines cou ld , of cou rse, hav e their 
choice between maintaining su ch of­ 
fices and stop p ing their trains or sell­ 
ing the tickets into the other state at 
the starting p oint at the rate of two 
cents a mile.’' 
The senator ex p ects that the rail­ 
road comp anies thu s trav ersing two- 
cent territory ad joining Ind iana will 
fig ht the measu re,

His remarkable sho rt sto ries “ Pierre and his Peo ple,” o pened up the literary 
dark co ntinent o f the Hudso n Bay co untry . 
They were fresh, crisp, v ig o ro us 
and v irile tales; the field was new, the treatment masterly , the character drawing 
v ital, real and sy mpathetic, and the o pen-air atmo sphere bracing and ting ling as 
a co ld-water plung e. 
They had the same no te o f sureness, the same uno uestio ned 
rev elatio n o f the co ming o T a g reat writer, that marked the début o f Kipling in his 
“ Plain Tales fro m the Hills.” 
Mo st autho rs hav e a special sentimental fo ndness 
fo r their first-bo rn, but Sir Gilbert bo ug ht back and suppressed his first no v el “ The 
Chief Facto r,” after mo re than fifty tho usand co pies had been so ld. 
Of his twenty 
o r mo re bo o ks, perhaps “ The Rig ht o f Way ” has inspired mo st discussio n and 
added mo st to his prestig e and po pularity . 
This famo us no v elist, jo urnalist, lecturer, po et, dramatist and member o f 
Parliament, liv es in Lo ndo n, in the aristo cratic seclusio n o f Carlto n Ho use Terrace, 
a sho rt street clo sed at o ne end, so that the rumble o f traffic co mes o nly like the 
surg e o f the sea heard at a distance. 
In a study o n the fo urth flo o r Sir Gilbert 
do es his literary wo rk. 
Success, which turns the heads o f many o f fo rtune’s fav ­ 
o rites, simply g iv es new po ise, ease and dig nity to o thers. 
Simple, stro ng and 
unaffected, Sir Gilbert carries with an unco nscio us g race the ho no rs he so justly wo n.

Union Pacific Railroad Installing on 
Loccrr.ctives Device Expected to O b­ 
viate Danger of Nondelivery of O r­ 
ders to Engineers on the Road. 


The actu al control of ru nning trains 
by wireless telegrap hy took a Step for­ 
ward when the Union Pacific railroad 
recently eq u ipped one of its locomo­ 
tiv es with a wireless d ev ice by which 
a train d isp atcher may sit at his d esk 
and send an ord er right into the cab 
of any locomotiv e on the line of the 
road within “talking d istance” of his 
machine, say s the Washington Star. 
And , since “talking d istance” is gov ­ 
erned only by the strength of the cu r­ 
rent and can be lengthened at will, it 
will be seen that the new d iscov eries 
of the railroad ’s wireless ex p ert, Dr. 
Fred erick Millener, will forev er p u t an 
end to those accid ents that hav e often 
resu lted when some telegrap h op erator 
failed to d eliv er a train ord er which 
had been sent him. 
In an emergency of this kind the 
train d isp atcher will now simply tou ch 
a telegrap h key , and far ou t on the rail­ 
road line, in the cab of the locomotiv e 
which is in d anger, a gong will begin 
ringing, and before the ey es of the en­ 
gineer a red light will flash, while a 
miniatu re semaphore, p ainted red , will 
rise to the “d anger” position, and both 
the engineer and fireman will know 
there is. d ead ly peril ahead for them­ 
selv es and their train. 
As y et only the one locomotiv e has 
been eq u ipped with the wireless ap p a­ 
ratu s, bu t so well d oes this op erate and 
so satisfactory is its work that it is 
only a q u estion of a short time u ntil 
ev ery locomotiv e on the sy stem is fit­ 
ted with the safety d ev ice. 
With wireless send ing stations ev ery 
hu nd red miles along the main line, 
Dr. Millener say s the d isp atchers will 
be in absolu te tou ch with ev ery en­ 
gineer 
011 the road at ev ery minu te 
and will be able to commu nicate with 
either shou ld it become necessary to 
d o so. 
The instru ments are simp le and 
compact. 
The 
send ing 
ap p aratu s 
which is p laced in the shops of the 
Union Pacific in Omaha occu pies less 
sp ace than any wireless send ing ap 
p aratu s ev er bu ilt. 
The cu rrent, generated by a# d y na­ 
mo, goes into an interru p ter at 220 
v olts and there is transformed and 
transferred into between 700,000 and 
800,000 v olts. Franklin p lates are u sed 
as cond u ctors. 
A Massey cooling d e­ 
v ice is u sed to keep the d isru p tu re 
d ischarge p oints cool. 
In the tu ning 
coil the alternating cu rrent is changed 
into a high v oltage oscillating alter­ 
nating cu rrent, from which It is con­ 
d u cted to grou nd and anchor cap and 
thence to the antenna, where it is d is­ 
charged into the air. 
The antenna on the cab of the loco­ 
motiv e p icks u p the cu rrent, carries it 
d own into the cab and into the receiv ­ 
ing instru ments within a brass box 
not u nlike a fire alarm box . 
On the 
front of this box is the big gong, whose 
ringing can be heard abov e any noise 
that can be mad e by the locomotiv e. 
Ju st abov e this gong and on the face 
of the box are the little red semap hore 
and the red d anger signal, and when 
the gong sou nd s the semap hore goes 
to “d anger” and the red light flashes.

Theaters, Says Chicago Pastor. 
In reference to the p resent agitation 
concerning the cond u ct of fiv e cent 
theaters, or “nickelets,” as they are 
wid ely known, the Rev . A. E, Bartlett 
of Chicago p resents the v iew that the 
entertainments shou ld be improv ed 
rather than abolished . 
“Amu sements hav e no character in 
and of themselv es,” be say s. 
“They 
are good or bad as the people make 
them so. 
It is both u nju st and u n­ 
wise to cond emn ou tright d ancing, 
card p lay ing and theater going. 
All 
wholesome amu sements are need ed , 
bu t instead of try ing to abolish them 
the chu rch shou ld seek to p u rify and 
u p lift them. The fiv e cent theater has 
become one of the great p roblems in 
recreation which ou r city mu st solv e. 
Its low price has enabled it to reach 
the mu ltitu d es, inclu d ing many chil­ 
d ren. 
Ou r city need s these cheap 
amu sements, bu t it d oes not need nor 
shou ld it su ffer coarse and u nclean 
entertainments.”

Ind ianap olis, Feb. 8.—The d elay in { 
acting on the cou nty local option 
bill has prov ed ad v antageou s to the 
anti-saloon forces, who hav e v oted fou r 
more cou nties “d ry ” and mad e p rep ­ 
arations for elections in abou t twenty 
more. 
Before the legislatu re is ad 
jou rned they will hav e v oted the sa 
loons ou t of three-fou rths of the state 
u nless they are checked by the enact­ 
ment of a rep ealing law. A fine point 
has 
arisen 
among ,the Democrats. 
Those who are afraid of rep ealing the 
law say that the Democratic p latform 
d id not pled ge the p arty to attemp t tc 
wipe it from the books. 
They assert 
that the ward and township u nit was 
ad v ocated as an ad v anced s*ep ip tern 
p erance legislation and that when the 
p latform was mad e it was not antici* 
p ated that the legislatu re wou ld he 
called into special session to enact the 
p resent law. 
The last general assem 
bly hav ing placed the law on the books 
the temp erance Democrats say that 
the local op tion q u estion was remov ed 
from p olitics and they are no longer 
bou nd by their own camp aign d octrine. 
The other element of the p arty , which 
is majority here, asserts that the Dem­ 
ocrats are bou nd by their p latform tc 
make a conscientiou s effort to enact the 
ward and township u nit. The “liberal” 
element d eclares that the ad op tion of 
the township and ward u nit in ad d i 
tion to the p resent law, as proposed by 
the 
temp erance 
Democrats, 
wou ld 
make matters worse. 
They p oint ou t 
that the township and ward u nit wou ld 
be a d ead letter or u sed as an ad d i 
tional clu b. 
While the “liberal” ele­ 
ment ad mits that the Democrats were 
not pled ged sq u arely in their platform 
to rep eal the cou nty local option law, 
its lead ers say the p arty ’s attitu d e d u r 
ing the camp aign amou nted to that, as 
the township and ward u nit wou ld not 
amou nt to any thing with the cou nty 
local option law in ex istence. The po­ 
sition taken by a majority of the Dem­ 
ocratic members of the legislatu re is 
that their fight for the township and 
ward u nit d id not mean any thing u n­ 
less it was that their p arty p referred 
it to the p resent law. This element is 
afraid that the forces that bolted the 
Rep u blican ticket cannot be held u n 
less the Democrats make good their 
camp aign pled ges in the hou se and 
leav e it to the Rep u blicans in the sen­ 
ate to say what shall be d one. On the 
other hand the temp erance forces with­ 
in the p arty Insist that if their rep re 
sentativ es try to rep eal the law d e­ 
feat is certain two y ears hence. From 
p resent ind ications they wou ld rather 
be accu sed of "d ou ble-crossing” the 
“liberal” element that help ed them In 
the camp aign than to take chances of 
offend ing the hord e of temp erance 
workers who are now v oting cou nty 
after cou nty “d ry .” 
The p osition of 
the Democratic legislators is some- 
wheat akin to that of the man in that 
ancient y arn who was “between the 
d ev il and the d eep blu e sea.” 
Either 
horn of the p resent d ilemma seems to 
lead to trou ble. 


Gov ernor Marshall is making good 
his d eclaration that he will not at­ 
temp t to d ictate to the legislatu re or 
to other branches of the state gov ern­ 
ment. 
Bills are being introd u ced to 
carry ou t his id eas, bu t he is not “lay ­ 
ing d own” on any one to p u t them 
throu gh. 
His attitu d e is that the leg­ 
islatu re ou ght to u se its own ju d g­ 
ment, ev en regard ing his p articu lar 
measu res. 
The situ ation is so d iffer­ 
ent from what it was d u ring the two 
sessions in Gov ernor Hanly ’s ad min­ 
istration as to be the cau se of mu ch 
comment. From the v ery ou tset Gov ­ 
ernor Hanly had to be consu lted abou t 
the organization of the legislatu re, and 
the p arty was sp lit ov er bills he in­ 
sisted shou ld be p assed . 
Two y ears 
ago he backed the Babcock insu rance 
bill and opposed the Vincennes u ni­ 
v ersity bond measu re to a p oint where 
It was imp ossible for the Repu blican 
lead ers to hold their rep resentativ es 
together. 
The efforts mad e to d riv e 
the Rep u blicans to su p p ort Gov ernor 
Hanly ’s p et measu res two y ears ago 
are giv en as one cau se for the p arty ’s 
d efeat in the last election. 
Gov ernor 
Marshall is in a fair way to make him­ 
self p op u lar with the Rep u blicans as 
well as the Democrats by maintaining 
an entirely d ifferent attitu d e from 
that of his p red ecessor. His measu res 
are more likely to be opposed for p ar­ 
ty rather than for p ersonal reasons by 
the Rep u blicans. 
There is no d ispo­ 
sition among the Rep u blicans to em­ 
barrass the new gov ernor. Two y ears 
ago many of the Rep u blican members 
seeme'd to relish d oing ev ery thing pos­ 
sible to block Gov ernor Hanly s pro­ 
gress. 


The 
elections 
committee 
of the 
hou se has d ecid ed to rep ort in fav or of 
the seating of Ed ward W. Wiekey , the 
Rep u blican rep resentativ e from Lake 
cou nty , whose election was contested 
by Ed ward Simon, his Democratic op­ 
p onent. 
The committee also d ecid ed 
to rep ort fav oring the seating of W. E. 
Williams, the Rep u blican from War­ 
rick cou nty , whose seat was contested 
by J. B. Mad d en, his Democratic o n* 
ponent. 
The committee as a whole 
agreed 
u pon 
the 
recommend ation, 
hold ing that there was no p ositiv e ev i­ 
d ence to warrant the u nseating of 
either of the two Rep u blican members. 
The committee, howev er, will make a 
d iv id ed rep ort u pon the facts, which, 
it is u nd erstood , will bristle with poli­ 
tics. 


Before Adj ourning, Factions Agree to 


Bury the Hatchet. 
Ind ianap olis, Feb. 8,—The co nv en­ 
tio n o f the United Mine Workers o f 
America, in session in Ind ianap olis for 
three weeks, completed its work. Sat­ 
u rd ay night and ad jou rned with 1,200 
d elegates singing the national anthem 
“America.” 
The conv ention selected 
Ind ianap olis as the place for the meet­ 
ing nex t y ear. 
Lead ers o f the mine 
workers hold that as long as the gen­ 
eral offices of the organization are lo­ 
cated In Ind ianap olis, the conv ention 
shou ld hold its sessions here. 
Before the conv ention ad jou rned the 
d elegates “kissed and mad e u p ” and 
d ecid ed to bu ry the hatchet. John H. 
Walker, who wras d efeated for p resi­ 
d ent, d eclared he w^as not “sore” and 
proposed to continu e to be as ard ent 
in the su p p ort of the organization in 
the fu tu re as he has in the p ast. Pres­ 
id ent Lewis said : 
“We hav e had d ifferences of opinion 
here, bu t they are the resu lts of the 
v iews of strong mind s and strong men 
who hav e opinions and honestly con­ 
tend ed for what they believ ed . There 
is a say ing that it is hu man to err 
and that it is d iv ine to forgiv e. I want 
to say that if any man in this conv en­ 
tion has ev er d one me an inju ry I hold 
no malice toward him.” 
Presid ent Lewis p red icted that a glo­ 
riou s and great fu tu re was in store 
for the miners’ organization. 
The

Dispatches from the old country 
State that the result of the national, 
election here was celebrated In many 
parts of Europe where there were re 
turned immig rants in g reat numbers 
Moreover, these immig rants promptlj 
packed their chests to return and g et 
another slice of our prosperity . When 
leaving us in the dull time they car­ 
ried away over $100,000,000 of our 
money, and, having disposed of It, 
they are coming for another big haul, 
cheered by the stay at homes, who 
profit one way and another by the 
venture. 
No doubt the foreig n steamship com­ 
panies had ag ents In the front ranks 
■ of the shouters during these public re­ 
joicing s, some of which, we are told, 
were zealously encourag ed by the local 
authorities. The demonstrations were 
not for America at all, hut for the g old 
that is to he found here. When these 
raiders land here ag ain they should he 
shown that America is for people Tvho 
believe In the country and stand by it 
throug h thick and thin. We have un­ 
employed labor here, and no alien 
should g et a job so long as there is an 
American citizen ready to take hold. 
This is a leg itimate method of pro­ 
tecting our own laborers. The wag es 
earned by this class will be invested 
here.

Plea For the Protection* of American 
Interests South of the Caribbean. 
“If the new ‘temple of peace,’ the 
$7 50,000 building for the international 
bureau of American republics, of which 
the cornerstone was laid in April, is 
not to be a memorial to the ruin of 
United States interests in a number of 
these republics, our g overnment must 
establish a reputation for firmness 
when these interests are attacked,” 
say s a writer in the Pan-American. 
“With the completion of the isthmian 
canal these Interests, which are al­ 
ready estimated at a valuation of 
$1,000,000,000, will be larg ely increased. 
A policy as just as It is uny ielding 
when necessity req uires will mean the 
salvation of existing investments and 
the protection of the investor of the 
future. 
“The fact that a definite remedy is 
req uired was impressed anewr upon the 
United States by the unsuccessful ef 
fort on the part of the state depart­ 
ment to secure arbitration of five long 
pending American claims ag ainst Ven­ 
ezuela. 
“The merits of these particular cases 
is not, however, the q uestion of imme­ 
diate importance. 
This q uestion Is 
What effect must be expected from a 
policy which involves the abandon­ 
ment of citizens whose ivrong s have 
been declared to the world? If redress 
j 
is not to be exacted for these wrong s, j 
what fate can other despoiled Ameri- | 
can citizens expect In Central and i 
South America when menaced by un­ 
scrupulous g overnments? 
“The definite remedy demanded in­ 
volves no more than the assertion of a 
policy of insisting upon prompt and 
thoroug h redress of injuries. It would 
not be difficult for the United States to 
establish such a reputation for protect­ 
ing the Interests of its citizens in 
South America that these interests 
would rarely be attacked. 
All the 
precedents g o to show, especially in 
the case of Venezuela, that the most 
impudent, contumacious and bellig er­ 
ent of South American potentates will 
become tractably upon the mere threat 
of force.”
